The invention claimed in claims 16-22 do not have inventive- 
step based on Documents 1 and 2 cited, in the ISR. The 
invention disclosed in the Documents 1 and 2 relate to 
application of cavitation bubbles to peening, which are 
closely related each other. A person skilled in the art 
could have arrived [to the invention of claims 16-22] based 
on the surface quality modifying apparatus disclosed in 
Document 1 by making design change to the control means that 
controls pressure as disclosed in Document 2.
